WASHINGTON, April 28.—In response 


to ii letter rec eived f rom a prominent 
Chicago business man, asking 
him 


about his attitude on the wool' sched- 
ule, Mr. Voorhees Friday sent the fol- 
lowing- reply: 


"COMMITTEE OS FlNAXCE, 


"UNITED STATES SENATE, 


"\VASHIXGTOX, D. C., April 31, 1894. 
"My Dear Sir—I have your favor of 


the 9th inst., making inquiry in regard 
to my views as to the benefit to be 
derived from, the repeal of import duty 
on wool. 


1. It is my understanding that very 


few carpet wools are produced in this 
country, and that they aggregate about 
three-fourths of all the wools imported. 
]f this be true, then as to carpet wools 
there could be no disadvantage, and 
must be a certain advantage to carpet 
manufacturers of the country and the 
consumers of their goods. 


"2. I am further advised that the 


largest proportion of fine wools im- 
ported into this country are wools 
which can not be produced here, owing 
to climatic conditions, and that they 
are essential in the production of fine 
fabrics. 
If this be true, they should 


also be admitted free! of duty. This 
would leave but a small proportion of 
imported .wools which compete at the 
present time with domestic wools. 


"It is also manifest to me that the 


failure of our woolgrowe.rs to realize a 
profit on wool is almost entirely due to 
over production, both in this country 
nnd in other wool producing countries 
of the world. 
I have no doubt that in 


the year following the passage of the 
free wool tariff bill, the price of do- 
mestic wool would advance, unless the 
great over production in various other 
countries should continue to increase. 
It is manifestly absurd to suppose that 
the 11- cents duty on wool has at anj'. 
time for many years past been of serv- 
ice to tim grower, and the prices whicli 
have ruled within the last year as low, 
as \H cents per pound decrease prove

The Galyili Hand Steal a Train and Refuge 


to Surrender It.

1 "WASHINGTON, C. H., O., April 28— 
Col. 
Galvin's detachment of IVye's in- 


dustrial army captured 'an east-bound 
freight train, and rode to ilt. Sterling 
Friday morning, where'they are still in 
possession of the train. 
;'At Mt Sterling the engineer stopped 
the engine and pulled in on a side 
track. The army asked him what he 
was doing that for. and he informed 
them that he had to wait Miirt3' min- 
utes for orders. It was not long until 
the newspaper train arrived from Cin- 
cinnati containing 15 or 20 detectives 
and railroad men, accompanied bv Chief 
McClellan, of this city. All west-bound 
trains were ordered to go out of Co- 
lumbus via the Little Miami. 
The 


news that two companies of the Four- 
teenth regiment, 0. N. G., had been 
ordered out from Columbus to .look 
after the train stealers meet the uni- 
versal favor here, where the people 
have had enough of this sort of thing. 
Sheriff Cook strongly condemns the 
men for their reluctance to leave this 
city after their excellent treatment at 
the hands of our citizens. 


MT. STEALING, 0., April 28.—The Co- 


lumbus posse arrived here at 1:30 a. m., 
and found themselves powerless to act 
They were met with jeers and curses by 
the Galvanists and found it necessary 
to retreat to the depot and leave the 
freight train in possession of the ho- 
bos. 
Detective 
Mahoney 
wired to 


Columbus for Gov. McKinley, stating 
that the Galvin army has refused to 
recognize the commission issued by 
him, and that it will be necessary to 
use force. The detective asks the gov- 
ernor's advice in the matter and in the 
meantime the posse is waiting in the 
depot Under the present circumstances 
bloodshed is imminent. 


The Galvinists presented a much 


more formidable appearance than WAS 
expected, looming up in bold relief 
upon the to]3 of the captured train and 
around their camp fires. Their lead- 
ers declared they were 
ready, and 


anxious to fight, and hoped that the 
detectives would send reinforcements.

Vengeance Follows the'Murder 


of Overseer Boyee. 


The Un for tun ate. Affair Has ATre'ady 


Resulted in Nine Deaths.:, :

. NEW Om.EAXs, La., April 28.— Four 
more of the. Negroes who were'con- 
nected with theimurder of .T. B. Boyce, 
in Madison parish last week, were cap- 
turecl Thursday night by the sheriff's 
posse, and, as was 
expected, were 


lynched soon afterward. 
This affair 


has already resulted in nine deaths— 
Boyce, the white overseer, who was 
first hilled, and eight Negroes, who 
were killed in retaliation:1 Harris Wil- 
liams shot, and Tom Clapton, Dave 
Hawkins, •Sam Slaughter, Shell Clax- 
ton, Pomp Claxton, Scott Harvey and 
Tony JlcCoy, lynched. Of these the 
first three were lynched Sunday- night, 
and the other four Thursday night. 


The killing- of Boyce occurred last 


Friday, and ever'since then the posse 
has been:hunting for the Negroes who 
were supposed to have had part, in the 
affair. The posse, which was composed 
of 2001 white men, half the total num- 
ber in Madison parish, where the Ne- 
gres are twelve to one white, split up 
into half a dozen parties and scoured 
the entire country. 
The Negroes were 


supposed to have taken refuge in the 
triangular swamp between MilHken's 
bend and Omega and the river. 
All 


these points were watched, particular- 
ly the river, to prevent the Negroes 
from escaping into Mississippi. 
Blood- 


hounds were obtained to track the men, 
but the scent was cold. 


. After several days' hunt the sheriff 
dismissed most of his posse, but some 
fifty men remained on fluty/; Thurs- 
day, however, the scent was taken up

Thursday, at the closing 


session of the Confederate Veterans' re- 
union, the delegates reported that they 
did not feel called lipon to concern 
themselves about Mrs. Davis. The orig- 
inal intention of the association was to 
seeure-a pension of 5500 each from Vir- 
ginia. North Carolina, Georgia ' and 
Florida, by legislative enactment. The 
committee reported that wherever they 
went to urge the pension scheme they 
were told that Mrs. Davis had expatri- 
ated herself by living in New York, 
and that if she preferrid the north .to 
the south, they had no more interest iu 
her. The report was adopted, and here- 
after the name of Mrs. Jefferson Davis 
will cut no figure in confederate cele- 
brations.

The posse surrounded the house and 


called for the owner to come out 
He 


played deaf and would not answer, and 
he was told if he did not come out 
and surrender the men the officers 
would fire on the house. 
He.- still 


refused 
to 
answer, 
and a volley 


was fired into the roof of the cabin. 
The Negi-ocame out and said tha fugi- 
tives were not in, and that he did not 
know where they were. The posse then 
searched the premises, and in the loft of 
a small crib in the yard four of the as- 
sassins were found huddled tip togeth- 
er, Pomp Claxton, Shell Claxton, Scott 
Harvey and Tony McCoy. They were 
promptly arrested, and Sheriff McClel- 
land deputized twelve of. the posse to 
take them to Tallulah. 


The Negroes were without guns, hav- 


ing thrown them'away in the Sight. 
When pursued by the bloodhounds, of 
which they were afraid,' they scattered, 
too, and only came together Friday 
night, when they were caught One 
of the men, Tom Griffin, was lost sight 
of and not captured, and it is thought 
has escaped to Mississippi. 


As the sheriff's deputies, with the 


prisoners, got near Milliken's bend,.an 
.effort was made by a crowd to take 
them away from the officers, but the 
officers resisted and got as far as the 
Sherly place, about two miles from 
Tallulah, ivhen a crowd of about two 
hundred met them, overpowered the 
officers 
and 
took 
the 
four 
Ne- 


groes to the Crescent place, 'where 
the four lenders, Shell Claxton.. Pomp 
Claxton, Scott Harvey and Tony Mc- 
Coy, 
were hanged on a tree about one 


hundred feet from where they killed 
Boyce. The execution was conducted 
very quietly, the people living in the 
city knowing-nothing about them until 
Friday morning, when they were sur- 
prised to find four assassins hanging 
near their doors. 
The only one of the 


pursued Negroes at large is Tom Grif- 
fin, 
If caught heiwill be lynched like 


the others, but it is thought he has 
escaped.- 


There were twenty-six Negroes in all 


on the Crescent plantation who were 
suspected of complicity in the killing 
of lioyce. Eight have been killed, one 
is at large, and seventeen are prisoners 
in the parish jail. It is scarcely likely 
that there will be any more lynchiugs 
unless Griffin is caught 
The prisoners 


will be tried for murder and will prob- 
ably be hung legal'y.

larly if the aforesaid unattractive exile 
carries, in addition to a razor and sev- 
eral stilettos, a garlic-laden breath, 
and a choice assortment of smallpox 
germs,'with all of which discrepancies I 
the lower grade of Italians is supposed 
to be copiously endowed. 


The educated Italian . residents of 


>vew York are as nice ladies and gen- 
tlemen as those of any other race or na- 
tionality. 'Among the middle class the 
proportion of worthy citizens is aslarge 
as that of any other element of our cos- 
mopolitan population, but the Litany 
should be amended .to include,'along 
with battle, murder and sudden death, 
the lower order of Italians as one of 
the evils from which we should pray to 
be preserved. 


The particular riot to which I refer

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WILL. HOLD 4,OOO,000 VOLUMES. 


The New Library UultdlnB at Wu.hlnr- 


ton top I.areeat Known of IU Kind. 
In round numbers the national li- 


brary of the U-nited States contains 
700,000 bound 
volumes and 200,000 


pamphlets, all of which are at present 
crowded into a room in the capitol—a 
room which was full fifteen years ago, 
according to Kate Field's Washington. 
Yet the accumulation has gone on un-~ 
til there is barely room to'walk about 
in the library itself, while a dozen 
rooms elsewhere in the building are 
filled with the overflow. 
With the 


need in plain sight it took congress 
several years to make up its mind to 
erect a library building, but finally in 
April, ISSO, it. decided to do it. A site 
was chosen on Capitol hill directly east 
of the capitol itself, and $550,000 was 
appropriated for its purchase. Forty 
or fifty buildings had to be removed 
before excavations could be made for 
the foundation. It took 2,700 feet of 
fencing twelve feet high to inclose the 
ground, and it was nearly four years 
after the fence was built before any 
part of the building- was visible over 
its top. There is a great deal of the 
library—470 feet long by 340 feet wide. 
Itcovers 111,000 square feet of ground 
and will be 140 feet in height from the 
ground to the top of the- dome when 
finished. That is, next to the capitol, 
it will be largest edifice in Washington 
and the largest library building in the 
world. 


When congress did decide to do the 


work it was pleased to have it done 
well. The utmost care was used in se- 
curing a firm foundation, and the best 
of material has been put into the su- 
perstructure. All the material is of 
home manufacture except the white 
enameled brick. 
When the contract 


was made in 188$ no enameled brick 
were made in this' country—certainly 
not in sufficient quantities. Several 
states are represented in the construc- 
tion of the library .building;. New 
Hampshire and Maryland furnish the 
granite; the structural ironwork came 
from Pennsylvania, Xcw Jersey and 
Indiana, the ordinary brick are made 
within the District of Columbia and 
the floor tiling comes from Massachu- 
setts and Vermont. "The new library 
building," declares Mr. Spofford, "will 
suffice for 150 years to come. 
When 


finished.it will hold 4,000,000 volumes— 
nearly 50 per cent, more than are now 
embraced in any library in the world. 
In national libraries France now leads 
the world. Hers contains a fnll mil- 
lion more volumes than that of Great 
Britain, the next largest. -Germany is 
next in rank and Russia is fourth. The 
United States comes next in order.

Labor. 


There is a. repetition of hjstory in the 


•lory of riot and bloodshed that comes 
from the coke regions of PennsylTania. 
Ita proportions, are less formidable than 
thc«B of the uprising at Homestead, in 
the Hocking Valley and in the coal re- 
gions of Tennessee; bnt it springs from, 
the same causes and is illustrative of 
the same evils. It is not a mere coin- 
cidence that all these deplorable affairs 
occur in sections of the country where 
the privileges of protection are great- 
est and the support of McKinleyism is 
strongest They are among the legiti- 
mate fruits of'that nefarious system; 
inseparable from its active existence. 
Where it professes to operate lor the 
good of the "poor workingman" and is 
maintained especially for the ameliora- 
tion of his condition, is where he suf- 
fers most from grinding poverty and 
all the train of evils that troop in ite 
wake. 
. 


McKinleyism has been the curse of 


honest American labor. Duty has been 
exacted upon every imported arti- 
cle entering into our manufactured 
products except the most important 
one of labor. That' has passed our 
ports free. It has come in cargoes at 
the expense and solicitation of protect- 
ed American capital. The lowest and 
cheapest order of pauper European 
labor has been imported to operate our 
mines and do the rougher work of our 
furnaces, coke overs and other "infant" 
industries. Without sympathy for our 
institutions, ignorant, brutal^and con- 
tent with far less than will meet the 
requirements of a self-respecting work- 
man in our own country, these free im- 
portations have worked for far less 
than a good man should receive and 
the protected barons well afford to pay. 


Cheap labor 
and swollen profits 


taken from the consumers under the 
special privileges of protection, stimu- 
lated production-beyond the demands 
of a restricted market, concentrated 
more labor at the centers of production 
than could be maintained in employ- 
ment, the inevitableresult appearing in 
enforced idleness of many and less than 
a living scale of wages for the rest. This 
has "been the history of the great 
strikes in this country and will contin- 
ue to be until our tariff laws are made 
for the entire nation and not for the 
favored few, whose enormous wealth 
thrives upon the legislation which it is 
enabled to secure. 


Strikes were comparatively unknown 


before the high protective system was 
put into effect by the republican party. 
Up to that time the wealth of the peo- 
ple was more equitably distributed, in- 
dividual effort was not crushed out by 
the ruthless power of combination, and 
the man who was willing to work was 
assured uf the comforts which a coun- 
try like this should afford to all its 
citizens. The deplorable change has 
been wrought by misguided tariff legis- 
lation, and the happier conditions thus, 
sacriSced will be restored by wiping 
out the luws responsible for McKiuley- 
ism.—Detroit Free Press.

What a Times Reporter Saw at 


the Institution!.

Upon invitation of Mr. . Sam Wil? 


liams, of the board of infirmary direct- 
ors, a TIMES scribe had the privilege of 
spending a portion of Thursday at the 
county infirmary, and in the begin- 
ning, though not desiring to reflect on 
the management, we have no special 
desire to become an inmate yet awhile. 
It -always easts a kind of gloom around 
us for days after visiting institutions in 
which are collected the poor in purse, 
the weak in body and mind, or the 
vicious and 
degraded. 
The 
Scioto 


county infirmary is situated on a beau- 
tiful rise just.north of the Buena Vista 
pike, about two miles below Ports- 
mouth. It is a good, substantial build- 
in<r, with necessary outbuildings.' They 
are 
all in 
good .repair 
and 
are 


neatly kept and are just now being 
overhauled .by the inmates under the 
direction of the superintendent and 
matron, with a general cleaning up and 
whitewashing. 


The present directors are John P. 


Men-ell, Sam Williams and .Wm. R. Me- 
Duuiel, and from all appearances "the 
management is giving good satisfac- 
tion. That Mr. and Mrs. Foster a're 
well qualified for the positions of super- 
intendent and matron could not well 
be denied by any person who would 
visit the institution. There is an order 
and cleanliness prevading the whole in- 
stitution. There are always more or 
less disagreeable features' attending 
every institution in which all classes of 
people, from the old and infirm and the 
poor, to • the lazy, the idiotic and the 
violently insane are congregated, yet 
in the Scioto county infirmary, perhaps, 
you will find them reduced to the inin- 
iimim. 
We believe the unfortunates 


that are gathered together are as 
humanely cared for as circumstances 
will permit. 


The system of heating now in use re- 


moves a source of anxiety on the part 
of the superintendent. 
Before it was 


introduced, the inmates would get up at 
night and build fires and make things 
"red hot," thus keeping Mr. Foster in 
constant dread of being burned out and 
many of the inmates burned np. 


Tlie present method of heating has 


proven very .satisfactory. The wants 
of the institution are very well sup- 
plied, except as to water facilities. 
A 


well is badly needed. The cisterns a 
year ago at this time were all full, but 
by the first of June were exhausted 
and since that time they have hauled 
from two to four loads of water daily. 
Tlie digging of such a well would re- 
ally be economy in the end. 


At the the present time there are 


onl^- f>3 inmates, with pot a single male 
that can sissist much about the work of 
the farm. 
With careful watching a 


few of them do some chores, but 
the 


funning is all done by two employes. 
There is a farm of 230 acres, of which 
over HO acres are tillable. This year 
•IS acres are in meadow, 50 acres in 
corn, :>(! acres in wheat, 20 acres in pas- 
ture, li acres in oats, 4 acres it potatoes, 
and 2 aei-es in truck patches, gardens, 
etc. The.farm is well tilled and good 
crops are produced. There is an exten- 
sive slough running through the farm, 
over a rather devious line, that might 
be drained with great advantage to the 
men cultivating it, besides adding 
sev- 


eral acres of very valuable land to the 
farm. The superintendent is working 
at the drain whenever there is any 
spare 
time at his disposal, yet 
it 


seems that it would 
be 
economy 


on the part of the commissioners to 
authorize the directors to take such 
steps as would reclaim this valuable 
land. The expense would be compara- 
tively trifling. Accompanied by Messrs. 
Williams and McDaniel and the super- 
intendent we made a tour of the farm, 
and fount! things in good shape, the 
(.'rowing crops looking fine, and the 
ffromul nearly all ready for corn plant- 
ing- 
We 
noticed some machinery 


stamling,out in the-weather. No doubt, 
"•as worn out, yet it gave a rather 
weless air to things, which in fact 
everywhere else it was just the op- 
posite.

.: Another that misfortune has overta- 
ken is Orvid Folin. His father was one 
of the original settlers of ^tlie French 
grant. 
Folin was for many years a 


resident of Portsmouth. 
He was a 


most excellent carpenter 
and mill- 


wright. He has been in the infirmary 
for five years, and besides doing chores 
makes canes and other trinkets and 
puts in much time iu reading, for the 
amusement/of himself and the other1 
inmates. We were the recipient of a 
hickory cane, presented to us by Mr. 
Folia asVjnemcnto of his handicraft. 


John~"Ryan is another of the inmates 


who is familiar, no doubt, to many of 
the readers of the TIMKS. Some years 
ago he became insane, and though not 
violent, has many forebodings of im- 
pending evil. He was employed for 
thirty-five years by the Hurgess Iron 
and Steel works. He had accumulated 
some money and at the time of the 
Citizens' bank trouble, his guardian 
had SSOO of his money 'on deposit. He 
has given up all hope for this life and 
says he Js ready to go. He puts in 
much of his :time reading his prayer 
book, though at times he cheers up and 
gets quite pleasant. 


Among the inmates are two that are 


deaf and dumb. Belle Wilds, from 
Green township, was educated at Co- 
lumbus, and has been in the institution 
for eleven years. The other, Rachel 
Slack, has been and initiate for twen- 
ty-five years, coming to the -, infirmary 
July 20, 1SIJ9, from Brush Creek. 


The oldest inmate is Granny Kenne- 


dy, from Vernon. She was 93 years old 
last Christmas, and has been ten years 
in the infirmary. She is intelligent and 
very industrious, and until last year 
must havener little garden to culti- 
vate. She is a great lover of flowers 
and still tends her beds of flowers the 
superintendent kindly provides for he.r. 


Any cursory mention of the infirm- 


ary would not be complete without the 
mention of its most noted character, 
Tom McCollister. 
Tom makes fre- 


quent visits to Portsmouth, but of late 
on account of his weakness for the 
stuff that cheers but inebriates, he has 
foregone some of his privileges to avoid 
temptation. He has the promise of 
the superintendent to come to see.John 
Robinson's street parade. 


Tom has much to do in the manage- 


ment of tlie charitable affairs of the 
county, in his mind. He was formerly 
a soldier, a journalist and a statesman. 
But Tom's day is past, yet he gets as 
much enjoyment oiu of life, no dohbt, 
as he ever did. He is a gentleman of 
leisure-exccpt as he assumes the care 
and oversight of the less fortunate. 


Though there is nothing- pleasant to 


gaze upon, .yet the persons who have 
charge of this public institution are al- 
ways glad to have the citizens of the 
county call and see how it is managed. 
We feel it is as well managed as such 
ah institution can be. Persons who 
choose to visit the infirmay will, we are 
satisfied, find Mr. and Mrs. Foster 
courteous and obliging, not only to the 
visitors, but to the inmates themselves. 
They will also find the county property 
in good condition and well cared for 
by the persons in charge.

The utilization of old furniture in 


furnishing the home has not received 
the attention to which as a measure of 
economy it is entitled. 
The possibil- 


ities of an old chest of drawers that 
has outlasted its usefulness as such, 
have seemingly remained undiscovered 
to many persons. 
While the new uses 


to which it can be put are manifold, 
space will only permit pointing out a 
few of the most useful.

A pretty spread may be made with a 


series of squares of linen worked in a 
pattern resembling tiles. White linen 
is often used for these spreads, but 
quite as pretty are some of the tinted 
fabrics so popular 
now—pale blue, 


green or fraise, for example—such as 
may be worked with white flax thread 
and trimmed with torchon lace and in- 
sertion. The size of the larger squares 
depend in great measure upon that of 
the spread, and they may be made all 
exactly in the same or in different man- 
ner, according to fancy. 


These/squares are connected with 


bands of insertion, and these are fin- 
ished with tiny squares of linen em- 
broidered to match the rest. A deep 
frill of lace should be carried round the 
edges. Some workers make coverlets 
such as this of a series of linen cloy- 
le.ys, such as 'may be bought read.y 
traced at the shops. Instead, too, of 
connecting them with bands o£ inser- 
tion, a pretty effect may' be obtained 
by using them alternately with squares 
of drawn threadwork, guipure d'art, 
or fine crochet. The frill round the 
edges, of course, must correspond. 


Another pretty bed spread may be 


made of a square of tinted linen bor- 
dered all round with a broad hem 
(about five inches wide) of a second 
color. Partly on the center and/partly 
on the hem should be traced a tiowing- 
pattern to be worked in white nax 
thread, and in the center should be 
traced a colossal initial or monogram. 


Other spreads may be made of cre- 


tonne, the design being accentuated 
and partly filled in with stitches of col- 
ored silk and perhaps an outlining of 
tinsel.

History or an Illicit Still Which Hag Been 


Operated for Thirty Y«HTB. 


The capture of an illiuitstill operated 


near Sinking mountain by Deputy Col- 
lector Brown recalls a story of long- 
continued, defiance of law. The still 
was bought in New Haven in 1858 and, 
was put to use on the plantation ,of 
the late George Dye. When the war 
opened, says the St. Louis (Jlobc-Dem- 
ocrat, it passed into the hands of a 
Habersham county whisky dealer, who 
did a rushing business for four years. 
There was no railroiul at the time 
within one hundred miles of tliis sec- 
tion, and the liquor made by "Old 
Nancy," as the still was fondly named, 
was the favorite trade notonly through 
northeast 
Georgia, but crossed the 


lines into North and South Carolina. 
Once the still was embargoed by the 
officers of Habersham in 1803 because 
of the demoralization it created among 
the small boys, who, with the old men, 
were about all there were left. 


With the restoration of United States 


authority "Old Nancy" became con- 
traband. 
Revenue prisoners brought 


before United States commissioners 
would tell about how "Old Nancy" was 
prospering, but try as they would the 
officers never could capture the still. 
When the distillers of one community 
found themselves too closely pressed 
they would run the still over the moun- 
tain or down the creeks to where com- 
panions in lawlessness would secure 
possession of it, and'they would run it 
until compelled to do likewise. This 
ivas the still in quest of which Lieut. 
Mulntyre, of the United States army, 
was killed 'in Gilmore county in 1875. 
Subsequently it was run back east, 
being operated on Warwoman creek, 
in Rabun county, for several years. 


Of late 
the 
officers heard that 


this will-o'-the-wisp, which they have 
been following for thirty years, was in 
operation ^n a secluded region near 
Sinking mountain. Collector Brown, 
with an armed posse, successfully lo- 
cated the spot one night during a 
violent rainstorm. 
The moonshiners 


fled, giving the officers the opportunity 
of destroying the whole plant.

The first discoverers of Lake Ontario 


gave" it the 
name "Saint Louis;" 


another party of travelers called it 
'"Frontenae," after the great pioneer. 
Then came the English, who preferred 
to call it "Ontario" or "Katarakui." 
George Washington, in his journal as 
surveyor,\gives it both these names. 
"Ontario/ proved the inore popular, 


weve^ and was finally adopted. 
Lake Huron was named after the 


famous Indian tribe that lived upon its 
borders. Hennepin in 1098 called it 
"Karegnondi." In Washington's jour- 
nal it is mentioned as "Onatoghi," or 


Huron." 
Lake Michigan was for many years 


called "Lake Illinois," from the tribei 
of Indians who lived near it. In 1719 
the pioneer Sener gave it the present 
name of Michigan, and this was rati- 
fied by Charlevoix in 1744. 


Champlain was the first one to de- 


scribe Lake Superior, and on his map 
it is called "Grand Lac." Later on the 
Jesuit fathers called it '-Tracey," or 
"Superior." The English Sener called 
it "Xadonssions," another title for 
"Sipne." Late in the last century it 
received its present name, and the 
matter was decided by the government 
on the early roapscof survey. 


Lake Erie was often called "The 


Cat," "Felis," or "Du Chat," from one 
of the names of the Erie tribe, wh'o 
lived on its banks. Sener, in • 1710, 
called it also "Cadaragua," a name 
sometimes given to Ontario. Washing- 
ton's journal names it "Oswego." Its 
present name became fixed soon after 
by appearing on the official maps.
